Applicant asserts on Page 7 of the Remarks that "pre calculating therefore is to be understood as taking place before any measurements 
on a real channel take place and especially before the estimation of a channel transfer function H is carried out". Applying the broadest 
reasonable interpretation to the independent claims, pre calculation of modulation tables means calculating modulaton tables prior to 
something. Keller teaches an adaptive modulation scheme method that selects the appropriate modulation schemes for groups of sub 
carriers based on the channel characteristics. In order for the modulation scheme method to be adaptable to the channel characteristics 
there will need to be a calculation of a plurality modulaton tables prior to the estimation of the channel transfer function. Keller thus 
teaches pre calculating a plurality of adaptive loading tables. 
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
